THE NARROWING PRISON

: In my young days I remember that 
a certain kind of story was very com- 
mon. It dealt with the .torture in- 
flicted by the Spanish Inquisition on 
its victims. One of the most ghastly of 
the tortures so described was. a ‘pris- 
on cell which by some mechanical de- 
‘vice grew very slightly smaller each 
day until the inmate of the cell.died 
of terror or was actually crushed to 
death. It was a terrible form.of tor- 
ture, so terrible that I find it difficult 


to understand the mentality of thos¢ |’ 


who inflicted it on their  fellow- 
creatures in the name of Christian- 
ity, the religion of mercy... Some- 
times, as Ilook round me ‘at my fellow- 
men, I am reminded of these stories. 
(Many of them seem to be enclosed 
in just such prisons, so far-as’ their 
lives and mental outlook are concern- 
ed. The bright, clever girl of twenty, 
interested in-games, {fn books, in all 
sort of things, gradually loses hér 


forty she‘has become dull and tedious. 
If she {s‘married, she is immersed in 
the pettiest of household cares and 
amusements, the slave of the cooking 
stove; the wash-tub, or the  bridge- 
club. If she is unmarried, she is in- 
terested only in trivial gossip, and: on 
her way to becoming that pathetic 
figure of the old song whose only real 
friends are a cat and a parrot. It is 
not always so, I know, but it is too 
oftenso. Even if the process has not 
gone to such extremes, the decline is 
there, the mental deterioration is ob- 
vious. It need not be so. Age 
shofild not nérrow the outlook or 
embitter the temper. Rather it should 
add the width and mellowness of ex- 
perience. Most of us have had the 
privilege of ‘meeting women ‘whose 
charm -increased with their years. 
T think the failings and the fallings-off 
are mainly due to our own fault, ‘to 
our laying the essential foundations 
of the house of life wrongly. - So-Taid 
the result is inevitable. The walls 
contract and creep in. until they 
crush us. I think it fs in our {dea of 
marrage that most of us go wrong. 
Again and again we see girls -whose 
one and only interest in life is centred 
in; young men and getting married. 
They talk of nothing else.’ They 
think—if they think at all—of noth- 
ing else. All their activities range 
round this one interest. Dress, dances, 
social activities, all-have their .inspira- 
tion from it. They get married, and 
as soon as the romance is over, they 
find: themselves with no object and no 
intérest left In life. Because they 
have-never given away. any thought 
to anything else in: life, they are quite 
unable, even if they .were willing, to 
philosophise about it.. They merely 
Juiow that -somehow or other life has 
ceased to be interesting. They never 
blame themselves for that fact, but 
vent their grievance on those imme- 
diately around them, and first and 
foremost on their husbands, who 
equally are unable to understand why 
the fascinating and lively fairy of 
courtship days has so rapidly chang- 
ed into the peevish bore of .married 
lite. ’ 
Sometimes {it is not the woman's 
fault at all. Sometimes she never 
gets the chance to keep the mansion 
of her soul from thus contracting. 
All human’ beings are selfish, but 


physical-strength-and usually more 
money have a ‘better chance of being 
successfully selfish. Therefore the 
woman {s apt to find the adoring and 
devoted suitor change with horrible 
rapidity into the exacting and incon- 
siderate tyrant. There is an-old story 
which I always think has a great deal 
of pathos under. it. “John,” sald a 
wife to her husband, “before we were 
married you used to say that my, light- 
est wish should be your law.. . Have 
you utterly forgotten that?” “Not at 
all,my love,” was the villain’s reply, 
“but Ihave never:been able to make up 
my mind as to which is your lighteat 


wish.” That is the case far too 
often. Not from deliberate cruelty, 
but from that want of thought by 


which so much evil ‘is wrought, hus- 
bands often shut up their wives’ souls 
in a prison and daily contract its 
walls, 

It is all unnecessary, so it seems 
to me. In this age of the emanci- 
pation of women bdefore*the law, of 
cheap books, cheap moving picture 
theatres, and cheap travel, no woman 
need really be without that knowledge 
of life and the world which keeps 
awake one’s interests and maintains 
a just proportion in one’s judgments. 
It is mainly a matter of education and 
common-sense in the selection of 
one’s interests. Most of us~can tell 
at a glance the difference between the 
woman dressed in a costume of quiet 
and good material, and the one array- 
ed in a cheap and nasty gaudiness, 
and few of us would hesitate to say 
which was the better dressed woman 
of the two. In the same way we can 
select our interest and our enjoy- 
ments. We can select. the cheap and 
nasty material of spicy gossip, -com- 
petitive dinner parties, and that hav- 
en of semi-mechanical mediocrity, 
bridge, or we can clothe our souls in, 
the more enduring stuff of wide read- 
ing conversation from which the 
foibles of our neighbours. is barred, 
music and the world of nature all 
round us. The well-stored mind will 
never find itself in a contractmg and 
narrow prison. For such a mind life 
will retain its interest and the world 
its colour, even though the years take 
the fleetness from the step and the 
brightness from the eyes.

FRANCE IS INFORMED. 
“THAT BRITAIN. WILL 
NOT REMAIN 


London, July 13.—The prime min- 
ister, Stanley Baldwin, in the house 
of commons, and (Marquis Curzon, in 
the house of lords, to eager audiences 
yesterday made identical pronounce- 
ments on the government’s policy on 
the reparations problem. In contrast 
to such statements by his predeces- 
sors, Mr. Lloyd George and Mr. Bon- 
ar Law, which were very lengthy, 
Premier Baldwin's pronouncements 
were particularly brief, taking- about 
16 minutes for delivery, and, as in 
neither house did the opposition offer 
criticism of any consequences, the 
momentous proceedings were quickly 
ended. 


Question Unanswered 


_ The question on everybody’s lips— 
how far the British government’s 
open disapproval of the French Ruhr 
policy and its holding aloof therefrom 
were to be conyerted into an active 
policy, separate from France—was to 
a great extent unanswered.. Premier 
Baldwin certainly moved quite per- 
ceptibly away from Mr. Bonar Law's 
attitude of passivism, inasmuch as 
he announced the government's de- 
cision to submit to the allies a separ- 
ate reply to Germany’s latest offer. 
But he did not give the slightest indi- 
cation of the nature of the proposed 
reply. 5 

This was the only important point 
in the pronouncement for the remain- 
der was a warning couched in the 
most friendly language, but. plainly 
telling France that the British gov- 
ernment could not much longer re- 
main a pasive spectator to a policy 
which threatened the economic  col- 
lapse of Germany and with it disas- 
ter to the whole of Europe. 


A New Appeal 


Taken as a whole, the pronounce- 
ment seemed to ‘be a new appeal to 
France to retrace her steps and come 
into line with all the allies in a new 
effort to settle the reparations prob- 
lem, by negotiation, instead of by 
military penalties. The premier was 
most careful to avoid any shutting of 
the door on renewed negotiations. 

Notable points were the complete 
absence of any reference to the Unit- 
ed States in connection with the nego- 
tiations and emphais that Italy was 
with England rather than with 
France. 


Carefully Framed 

Carefully framing hig pronounce- 
ment to ward off criticism from pro- 
French members of the. government 
and parHament, the prime minister 
as emphatic in declaring that Ger 
many must be made to pay to the 
extent of her capacity, but he made 
no answer té the French demands as 
to what should constitute France’s 
security in the absence of the Anglo- 
French-American convention, which 
was originally proposed to afford 
France security against a renewed 
German attack. He alluded incideni- 
ally to what was considered the pet 
theory of himself and Reginald Mc- 
Kenna, that the reparations problem 
needs settlement in connection with 
the inter-allied debts, ‘but he omitted 
to enlarge on this point. 

Opening to France 


Clearly the~British policy was dea- 
veloped step by step leaving an opeu- 
ing to the last to France to come into 
line. It may be assumed that any 
question of calling a conference of 
bankers and experts to determine 
Germany's paying capacity will come 
in the proposed reply to the German 
offer. . 

There was an understanding thai 
there should be no immediate criti- 
cism to embarrass the government but 
that a separate day should be given 
for any debate; hence there was no 
discussion on thé pronouncement ‘n 
the commons and only a minor dis- 
cussion In the house of lords. 


The Weak Point 


In the upper house, Lord  Birken- 
head put his finger on what the ‘re- 
garded as the weak spot, when he 
asked what was likely to happen in 
the almostinevitable event of France 
refusing to assent to the proposed 
reply to Germany. Rumors have been 
in circulation here for the last day 
or so of the more amenable disposi- 
tion of the Poinvuare government, and 
whether there was any foundation 
for the rumors or not, the = prime 
minister's stateinert evidently was 
designed to refraie from any _§lan- 
guage which migh. needlessly alarm 
or offend the French ally. 

Viscount Grey uiso emphasized in 
ihe strongest lauguage the urgency 
of preserving th2 Anglo-French en- 
tente.

PRACTICE CAMP, 78th BTTY, C.F.A. 


From Special’ Corrdspondent to the 
78th Battery, Sarcée Camp. 

The firing detachment of the 78th 
Battery, Canadian Field Artillery, 
Red Deer, proceeded to Camp Sarcee 
for annual training on the 14th inst. 
under Major R. C. Lister, M.C., M:M. 
On their arrival in camp they were 
fortunate in having fine sunny weath- 
er. Major Lister gave a very inter- 
esting talk on the training about to 
be carried out, and dwelt especially 
on the necessity. of and the matter of 
individual discipline and other re- 
marks of a helpful nature, bearing on 
aspirations which may yet be realised. 
During this informal chat a bull roam- 
ing on the prairie unceremoniously 


appeared heading straight for the par- ° 


ty, but, stopping suddenly in its brut- 
al attack, disappeared as suddenly, 
evidently deciding that the boys look- 
ed a formidable foe to engage. 

Mr. Weston spoke very feelingly of 
the early days of training in 1914-15, 
when the Canadian expeditionary 
force where receiving some of their 
training for the great ordeal that 
many ‘had to flace; and attention was 
directedto the letters and numerals 
neatly written on the hillsides that 
face the camp. These were formed 
of large stones, many hundreds being 
gathered forthe purpose, by the boys, 
many of whom Imave never returned 
from “over there’; and the boys 
were reminded how sacred this place 
was to the memory of those who had 
thus inscribed this one of mbny 
tributes to their name and country. 
These stones are whitewashed and 
can be seen for miles. 


The views from these hills are 
something to be remembered, the 
snow white tents of the camp 


standing out in sharp contrast to the 
green grass and the contour of the 
Bow River valley behind, and still 
further in the distance the eye could 
discern the primitive tee-pee of the 
Indian, sheltering those of the Sarcee 
Reserve. 

The 78th Battery were commended 
on their’ smart appearance as_ they 
marched into camp, and it was heard 
on good authority that a court of 
enquiry is to be held to find out who 
is the batman of the Orderly Room 
Sergt., Q.M:S. and B.S.M., as the 
shine on their leggings outshone those 
of higher rank. We hope yet to be 
able to send further particulars of 
this rather in eresting episode. - 

Good progress is being made on the 
training, this being due to the in- 
struction previous to the firing de- 
tachment coming to camp. Firing 
will be carried out on Thursday and 
Friday.

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WOMEN’S PLACE IN THE WORLD 


A Woman Will Work for Righteous- 
ness and Peace. 


“T have great faith in women,” 
said Mrs. Colin Campbell, prominent 
club woman of Winnipeg, when in 
Montreal a few days ago, but she 
added, “they must stand on principle 
and learn that principle and personal- 
ities will not mix, and that women’s 
entrance into the political and club 
life of the country would exert a refin- 
ing influence.” History has a happy— 
indeed, sometimes an unhappy— 
knack of repeating itself, and if we 
go by what the historian Siculus, 
writing of the status of women in 
ancient Egypt, had to say, we gain an 
insight into the political and social im- 
portance of the gentler sex of that 
far-away period. Siculus said, “Among 
the people, as well as in the royal 
families, the wife has authority over 
the husband; and in the marriage 
contract has expressly to pledge 
himself to obey the wife.” In Sparta, 
Plutarch endorsed this view, and 
Aristotle added his testimony with 
the remark, “Contentious and warlike 
people such as the Lacedaemonions 
always pass under the domination of 
women.” But times have changed, 
and we have changed with them. 
Women occupy the most honored 
places in most of the learned profes- 
sions; ineded ,a woman: was appoint- 
ed but a short time ago secretary of 
the Bulgarian legation at Washington 
—a dtplomatic post. 

What can the objections be to wo- 
men in politics, in diplomacy or in 
the learned professions? That she is 
emotional, easily swayed and cannot 
keep a secret? All exploded fallacies! 
Great women are not  indiscreet. 
“Diana of the Crossways” was wrii- 
ten by a man. Did Queen Elizabeth 
divulge secrets? Did Madame de 
Maintenon? Or iMarie Therese? Or 
Catherine of Siena? Or, in recent 
times, Madame de Novikoff, Russia's 
ambassador to Mr. Gladstone? Wo- 
men have good manners, tact and 
charm as natural adjuncts, and, as it 
hes been proved again and yet again, 
when they are pitted against oppon- 
eats in the interests of their country 
they are versatile antagonists and 
hard as steel. Man as a diplomatist 
can rever be finally ousted from that 
Eosition, ‘but he can, and will when 
necessary, gladly share the honors 
with the gentler sex. ‘Suppose women 
turk their place officially at Wash!n2- 
ton, The Hague, Lausanne or else- 
where. They would bring a patriot- 
ism just as keen and yet compatib’e 
with loyalty to allies. Would a 
woman's eye be less keen than a 
man’s to discover shuffling and in- 
trigue? Is not a woman's honor at 
least as unshakable as a man's? In 
any case a woman will work for 
righteousness and peace. Last month 
Mr. Baldwin addressed a large meet- 
ing of women representatives of the 
Nationalist Unionist Association of 
the United Kingdom, and contended 
that it was necessary for women to 
work hand in hand with the men of 


‘he party in the interests of the 
Enipire. Mr. ‘Mackenzie King at O!- 
tawa_ stresed adherence by the 
membership of the National Federa- 
tion of Women’s Clubs to the  plat- 
form of the Liberal party.

“Long 
before girls finish school they deter- 
mine definitely what they want to do 
with their lives and start training for 
it.

“The western girls don't look upon 
society as a career; they want to do 
something for others as well as them- 
selves, 

“In a lumber camp I met a girl 
waiting on table to earn her way to- 
ward a doctor's degree. She said 
she wanted to be a doctor because 
then she could do so much more to 
help the ignorant mothers of the 
country. 

“Another girl who had already re- 
ceived her degree from normal! school 
was going to atate university to study 
rural leadership and architecture. She 
wanted to be the well-prepared type 
of rural school t8acher that the isolat- 
ed communtty needs.” 


‘And so Miss Clark says she found 
girls everywhere, planning to teach, 
do social work, or go into  profes- 


sion with the definite ideal of serving 
the communities in which they live. 

She found that the western girl is 
interested in clubs, but not the liter- 
ary or pleasure clubs. 

‘YT found agricultural clubs, parent- 
teachers’ associations and political 
groups becoming a power for good 
legislation,” she reports. “In one 
coast city of 10,000 inhabitants 1 found

“Women in Washington and Ore- 
gon are much amused at ithe eastern 
women who come out to tell them 
how to vote,” she continued.

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THE SANCTITY OF AGREEMENTS 


Comparatively recently questions 
have come to public notice in Canada 
which have involved the priaciple of 
commercial good-faith on a _ large 
scale. One such was the taking 
over of the Grand Trunk Railway by 
the Dominion Government, and the 
payment to ‘be made therefor to the 
shareholders. ‘Another was the 


‘drought area legislation of the Alber- 


ta Government and the question of 
the personal covenant in Alberta 
mortgages. In each case it was sug- 
gested in some quarters that the ac- 
tion of the government concerned was 
contrary to the strict code of com- 
mercial good faith, and has shaken 
the credit of the Dominion or of Al- 
berta respectively. In each case, as 
might be expected, the government 
action had its defenders either on the 
ground of a denial) of any breach of 
faith or of an assertion of imperious 
necessity over-riding the normal prin- 
ciples of business. Whatever be the 
facts of these particular cases, there 
can be no doubt that the sanctity of 
agreements is a cardinal principle of 
commercial prosperity. British trade

better houses—all these are imper- 
iously demanded, but higher standards 
of character and conduct are appar- 
ently not of much importance. It may 
be that the champions of labour think 
that these are already sufficiently 
high, or that they consider it impos- 
sible to elevate people’s character 
till their material or financial condi- 
tion has been improved. It may, 
however, be due to another reason— 
that the balance of man’s interest has 
shifted from the sout to the body of 
himself and his fellows. Two thous- 
and years ago the cry for help of the 
man of Macedonia in the vision of St. 
Paul was for help to solve the prob- 
lems that were then vexing the souls 
of men. The cry of the modern Mace- 
donians seems to be almost exclusive- 
ly concerned with harbour facilities on 
the Aegean Sea. For many centuries 
after the Christian era began it was 
the souls of men that claimed chief at- 
tention. Great wars were fought, bit- 
ter controversies raged, terrible cruel- 
ties were inflicted and endured in the 
pasionate desire to destroy what were 
thought to be spiritual errors, and to 
save the souls of men. The transient 
material world of the present was 
lightly regarded as compared with 
the enduring spiritual world of the 
future. The threatened spiritual pen- 
alties of a pope could shake the 
throne of England. 

It is not so now. The material 
aspect of things is the dominating one. 
The internal controversies of nations 
are concerned with wages and hous- 
ing, not with religious dogmas. The 
wars of the world are for markets, 
not for faiths. Not the reformation of 


obligations. 
There has lately been published and 


aggression advocated in them. The 
same spirit prevails throughout this 
new book. “War is life,” says ‘the 
author, “when the will to fight ceas- 
es, life ceases. The end to be 
achieved remains always the same, 
the growth of your own life group, 
class or nation at the expense of 
others.” 

It is not five years since the war 
ended, but already we are forgetting 
it and the danger which it brought so 
near to us. The war might, probably 
would never have come about, if we 
had been ready, if we had paid atten- 
tion to those who warned us of what 
was going on in Germany in prepara- 
tion for it. So now, war need never 
come againif wekeep our eyes open 
to the dangers around us, if we recog- 
nize the simple fact that there are 
men and nations in the world who 
wish us ill and are prepared to do 
us harm if we give them the chance. 
The mere wish for peace will not 
give us peace. Only our own strength 
can secure it for us under Providence. 

What is to be the outcome of this 
unchanged spirit in Germany? It 
means that we must be perpetually 
on our guard against her, that money 
which can be illspared must be spent 
on defensive’ preparations, that the 
harmony of Europe and the world is 
to be perpetually marred by the dis- 
tant rumble of coming storms. It is 
easy to point out the utterly fatal re- 
sults of this state of things, the ruin 
and misery that it involves for Eur- 
ope and the world. Yet how is it to 
be changed? If one is living next 
door to a homicidal criminal, it is use- 
less to reason with him. One can only 
kill! him or have him shut up for life. 
With a nation like Germany this is 
impossible. Olose alliance ‘between 
the peace-seeking nations may cure 
her, but close alliances are not easy 
to maintain in time of peace. They 
are difficult enough in time of war. 

Political prohpecy is notoriously un- 
certain, but looking at the state of 
Europe at present the prospects of 
enduring peace seem very precarious.

A sin- 
cere preacher with a real message to 
deliver can even now fill the churches 
to overflowing. The standard of 
human conduct does not seem to be 
lower than in the days of fervid relig- 
fous enthusiam. On the contrary, in 
the essentials of charity, mercy and 
kindness the standard seems to be 
higher. Things that were mere 
everyday occurrences in those ages of 
plety are now thought of as unspeak- 
able horrors. 

It may be that the change is not so 
great as it seems. It is at least pos- 
sible to argue that the intense zeal 
for religion of past ages was in real- 
ity at least as selfish as the present 
absorption in the things of the world; 
that the men who wrangled and fought 
and suffered all things for religious 
principles, were really thinking as 
much of their own welfare as_ the 
money-seeker of today. Only they 


fully that duty will not compel the 
Empire again to intervene in such a 
struggle that we have recently come 
through.

DEFEATED IN 
MANITOBA 


Proposal For Sale With Meals in 
Hotels Turned Down by Emphatic 
Vote 


Winnipeg, July 11.—Manitoba to- 
day rejected the proposal of the 
Beer and Wine League, which had 
the backing of the Hotelmen’s associ- 
ation, for sale of beer and wine with 
meals in licensed hotels, almost as 
emphatically as three weeks ago the 
province adopted the plan of the 
Moderation League for sale by the 
government of all Hquors for bever- 
age purposes. 

In a total vote of 165,000 the moder- 
ation ‘Dill got a majority of 40,000. 
Today in a vote of about half that 
figure the “dry” forces have a major- 
ity of probably 25,000. The vote from 
the country was very incomplete at 
midnight, but enough returns had 
come to show that there remained, 
despite the moderation bill vote, an 
unalterable determination to prevent 
the re-establishment of anything ap- 
proaching the bar system. 

Manitoba thus has set her course 
in the matter of intoxicating liquors, 
and the legislature will meet on July 
25 to take the steps which are neces- 
sary to bring into effect at an early 
date the decision of the people that 
there shall be legal sale for consum>)- 
tion in permanent or temporary resi- 
dences but that public drinking shail 
not be permitted. 

Winnipeg Opposes Bill : 

The city of Winnipeg went aga'nt 
the bill by 7,536 in a total vote of 
32,772, which is less than half the 
vote cast at the moderation referen- 
dum on June 22. There were 20,154 

: opposed to the bill and 12,618 for it. 
SS" !In, June 66,047 persons voted in Win- 
nipeg. of whom 45,954 were “wet'’ and 
| 20:008 “dry.” The dry vote, there- 
fore, was unchanged, while 33,000 vot- 
es which went for the moderation bill 
were today not cast. In a general 
way that was the experience through- 
out the province. The vote wassmall 
because the support which went to 
the Moderation League could not be 
commanded by the Beer and Wine 
League, and at the same time the 
opposition to the first bill was just as 
keenly evidenced in regard to today’s 
bill.

-An effort has been made, by not al- 
together disinterested parties, to be- 
little the net results of the recent 
session of Parllameai. . 

Speaking more particuiarly with 
respect to agriculture, I may say 
that I eannot recall any. Session of 
Parliament since Confederation .that 
passed more beneficial legislation on 
behalf of agriculture. than the one 
recently prorogued. True, five months 
was a tong time to spend in per- 
forming the work, but that is one of 
the prices we must p3y for groups in 
Parliament, allof whom have to have 
their say. 

A number of Acts have ‘been pass- 
ed such as “An act to amend and con- 
solidate the Acts respecting Live 
Stock” and “An Act to regulate the 
sale and inspection of Fruit and Fruit 
Containers,” which can be merely 
referred to here as containing ‘very 
important and up-to-date legislation 
in their respective fields. The .bame 
may be said of the amendments to 
Feeding Stuffs Act and the Dairy In- 
dustry Act, the latter of which pro- 
vides for the. prohibition of the manu- 
facure and importation of filled but- 
ter, filed milk and filled cream— 
three pernicious practices that were 
Giuetly but persistently establishing a 
foot-hold in Canada to the great det- 
riment of the dairy industry. 

In addition to this important legis- 
lation affectingyone of our chief cor- 
ner stones of Canadian agriculture— 
dairying—-was the ifight to a finish 
during the last Session on the ques- 
tion of whether the prohibition of the 
manufacture and. importation of Oleo. 
Would be again reverted to, as it ex- 
isted for thirty years prior to 1917. 
By a non-party vote of fifty-four to 
one hundred and twenty-five, . Oleo, 
for tho.time being, received a solar

plexus blow that will take some re- 
covering from. ‘Nothing daunted, 
however, the packers’ professional 
lobbyist was an anxious inquirer 
around the corridors the week follow- 
ing the vote, doubtless with a view to 
renewing the battle at some later 
date. 

The report of Dairy Commissioner 
Mr. J. A. Ruddick and Mr. W. A. Wilk 
son on their return from New Zealand- 
and Australia, coupled with all the 
before-mentioned beneficial legisla- 


‘tion on behalf of the dairy industry, 


makes the last Session of Parliament 
an outstanding one, so far as the dairy 
industry of Canada is concerned. 

WWithough the removal of the  Brit- 
ish embargo on Canadian ,cattle did 
not require legislative actfon on the 
part of the Canadian Parliament, it 
did on the part of the Imperial Gov- 
ernment, which was the outcome of a 
conference between the Imperial and 
Canadian authorities—hence, proper: 
ly referred to in this article as one of 
the advanced steps taken on behalf of 
agriculture during thé past year. 

The removal of the British Embar- 
go against Canadian catt]e has had a 
greater direct result in improving the 
farmers’ market than any other 
single move that has been accomplish- 
ed during the past few years. 

Canadq was in the ‘unfortunate 
position of being largely shut out of 
the only two available markets _ for 
her live cattle—the American ttriff 
and the British Embargo accomplish- 
ing this end. ict 

An agitation has been carpied on, 
both in Great Britain and “Canada, 
for a number of years for the remov- 
al of the Embargo, and a great many 
people on both sides of the ‘water 
have given valuable assistance in 
this effort, and not a few of them 
claim that the removal of the Em- 
bargo is entirely due to their efforts..

But to say that a great. many. people 
helped in bringing this’ about, is much 
nearer the tryth of the matter. 

For the last two or’ three” years, 
while it was. generally_expected that 
the Embargo’ would be ‘ultimately re- 
moved, it was of vital’interest to the 
business of raising cattle in Canada 
that it should be.’removed quickly, 
and the delay was not only. disappoint- 
ing, but it was ruinous ‘to’ the “cattle 
business. The present Canadian ‘gov- 
ernment not only,acted promptly, but 
effectively, in this matter, and ‘when 


the Ministers of the Government and’ 


the officials of the Department of 
Agriculture entered into a conference 
with the members. of the British Gov- 
ernment and officials. of the British 
Ministry of Agriculture, they. had a 
very difficult task on their, hands. 
They accomplished, something, how- 
ever, of real. importance for the 
Carfadian farmer when they came toa 
satisfactory settlement of the case, 
which, as a matter of fact, was only 
concluded the morning after the Lloyd 
George Government’ had resigned. 

A new Government took office in 
Britain, and then for a time it looked 
like another, year’s delay. A special 
Session of the new Parliament was 
called in November to ‘pass the Irish 
Bill. The ‘Canadian Government 
pressed to have the legislation re- 
moving the embargo enacted at this 
special session, ‘but the new Govern- 
ment urged that it had just taken 
office, that’ this Session was for a 
special purpose, and that the Embar- 
go legislation should remain in abey- 
ance until the regular Session after 
the first of the year. It was only after 
repeated and persistent urging on the 
part of the Canadian Government that 
this question which had been-of such 
long standing was finally solved ~ by 
the British Government passing an 
Act removing the Embargo, which 
came into effect April Ist this 
year. 

There js not a Hve stock man in 
Canada but recognizes clearly the 
tremendous advantage it would have 
been to have had this market last 
fall, and what a calamity it would 
have been were it not available this 
year. / 

Mention might also be made of the 
granting of a certain ‘bounty on twine 
and cordage made from hemp, for the 
purpose of establishing a hemp indus- 
try in Western Canada—a movement 
well worthy of a moment’s_ consider- 
ation. 

Canada last year became famous 
by having arrived at the . stagé of 
being the largest exporter of wheat 
in the world. In the face of this it 
does seem a mistake to longer con- 
tinue to depend upon foreign coun- 
tries for the twine with which to tie 
nine-tenths of this crop. Hemp is a 
product that can be grown success- 
fully, almost luxuriantly, in many 
parts of the West and East, with or 
without irrigation. It grows 
in this country, and should 
unlimited quantities of raw material 
forthe successful establishment of a
